again taking direct control of army opera- 
tions has, he says, not yet been ascertained, 
but it is known that political questions have 


in some instances overruled military ex- 


pediency: A well organized army, he says, 
should be capable of adapting its opera- 
tions to the ever changing views of the Cabi- 
net, although these changes may lead to 
lavish expenditure and greatly deferred suoc- 
cess. 


The British people want uniform suc- 
cesses. Warren does not attribute failure to 
superior strategy and tactics on the part of 
the Boers, but rather to defect in training. 
The increased number of troops required was 
due to imperfect training of the British sol- 
diers and the absence of regulations defining 
the duties and functions of the general offi- 
cer in their several grades. 

Warren, probably speaking from personal 
experience, points out that keeping the offi- 
cer second in command of a battalion on 
tenterhooks for four years may so sap his 
character of most essential qualities for com- 
mand that he may, when his turn comes, be 
of less value when selected for command 
than he would be under a system of senior- 


ity. 
Re-enlistments Are Slow. 

Reétnlistment of imperial yeomen is not 
proceeding at a rate to suit the military au- 
thorities. Few sound men are forthcoming 
atid it is doubtful whether the order 
have any real effect. Numbers of men unfit 
have offered to rejoin, but as Lord Kitchener 


does not want them the War office has re- 


fused their services. During the last four- 
teen days only 100 men have been reattested. 


The men of the old yeomanry don't think 


5 shillings a day enough, as there is no sepa- 


ration allowance for families. 


Medically unfit yeomanry have been ar 
riving in shoals from south Africa, every 


transport bringing some home. Out of 
16,000 men over 1,200 have been sent back 


as useless. No doubt when the parties re- 


sponsible for the passage of these men are 


found the censure will besevere.

Orders to Flog Kaffiirs, 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
PRETORIA, Sept. 20.—The statement that 


General Prinsloo had ordered his men to 
shoot the natives under certain circum- 
stances was incorrect. It appears that he 
ordered the Boers to flog all natives who did 
not have Boer passes, and to shoot only 
those who had passes issued by the British. 


Boers Convicted of Treason. 
The trial here of the Boers accused of being 


traitors has resulted in their conviction. 
One was sentenced to penal servitude for 
life, three to five years’ imprisonment, four 


to three years’ imprisonment, and the others 


to smaller terms. 


Boer Leaders Banished. 
A pamphlet has been published here under 


Lord Kitchener's authority, containing a 
notice of the permanent banishment of sev- 
eral Boer leaders captured since Sept. 15, 
and also a long letter from Lord Kitchener 
replying to a communication from Acting 
President Schalk-Burger, received Sept. 5. 
Lord Kitchener promises to send the Schalk- 
Burger letter to the imperial government, 
which, he says, reciprocates the Boer states- 
man's desire for peace. 


In conclusion, Lord Kitchener declares 


that, having annexed the two republics to 
Great Britain, he cannot break faith with 
the people who have shown loyalty to the 
new régime.

Gratifying State of Prosperity. | 
The prosperous condition of the country,” 
said Secretary Gage, must be most gratify- 
ing to everybody. The decrease in the ex- 
penditures of the government; however, is a 
salient factor in the increase in the surplus 
in the last three months. From June 30, 
1901, to Sept. 26, the revenue amounted to 
$136,000,000. The expenditures during this 
time were 121,000 000. This left an excess of 
nearly $15,000.00. During the same period 
in 1000 the réceipts were 189,000,000 and the 
expenditures the same. Of course, the fact 
must be taken into consideration that the 
revenue for the last three months was under 
the lowered schedule, so that the $136,000,000 
receipts this year represents a larger amount 
of business transacted than during the same 
— last year, When the 189,000, 000 was re- 


Receipts Exceed Estimates. 

“It was estimated when the present re- 
vieed revenue law was put in force on July 
1 that the revenue receipts from all sources 
would fall off some $40,000,000 by reason of 
the reductions made. If that had been 
realised the receipts since that time would 
have been $7,500,000 less, or $128,500,000. Not- 
withstanding the reduction in taxes, the re- 
ceipts have diminished by less than $8,000,000

. 8. Lacey Suggeste a Solution. 

Edward 8. Lacey, President of the Bank- 
ers’ National Bank and Con under 
the Harrison administration, in speaking of 
the matter, said: , 

“This matter of a Treasury surplus is not 
a new problem, but it is of general interest 
at the present time, as there is now a poasi- 
bility of Congress further reducing taxation. 
The problem is the ou wth of the remark- 
able prosperity that country is experi- 
encing. 
In my opinion there are only three 
courses open under existing conditions. The 
first ie the purchase by the government of 
bonds for the sinking fund, as provided by 
law; the second, making additional deposits 
with national banks from internal revenue 
réeceipts; and, third, a radical cut in both 
the internal revenue and customs duties 
through Congressional action. The last may 
in a measure be accomplished by reciprocity 
with European nations and by readjustment 
of the tariff duties on importations from 
Cuba and Porto Rico. Any further reduc- 
tion can be gp made by a reduo- 
tion in the int revenue, especially in 
the way of stamp duties and special revenue. 
The tax on beer should be the last be re- 
duced. Taxation ts never a blessing: and, as 
excessive revenues lead to extravagance and 
unnecessary taxation, the sooner they are 
reduced to the immediate requirements the 
better for the country. 
„por the purpose of Fguarding against 
future surpluses it might be well to havea 
law passed providing that all issues of bonds 
made in the future should contain a clause 
providing that they might be redeemed from 
time to time from surplus in the Treasury, 
selectiéns to be made by lot.“ 


Wants Bank Tax Taken Off. 


" Congress takes up the matter of 
‘fevising and reducing the revenue tariff.“ 
said James H. Eckels, President of the Com- 
mercial National Bank and Controller during 
Cleveland’s administration, “ it ought to take 
off the tax on bank capital. This would be 
only justice, as this is the only capital taxed 
on the Hat, and the tax is burdensome. I 
would like to see the tariff schedule reduced 
and brought down to the basis of a Democratic 
doctrine where just enough revenue would 
be raised for the immediate needs of the 
country on the basis of strict economy.”

THE REAL TRACTION QUESTION. 

Nine-tenths of the public discussion of the 
street railway question deals with its inci- 
dems rather than its essential character. 
That discussion ranges over the legal as- 
pects of the question, its revenue possibili- 
ties, the proper duration of grants, practical 
methods of control, and the merits of public 
as again-t private administration. But the 
thing iiself, to which all these important 
matters are feally collateral, is too often 
dimmed or even lost sight of. Sam Slick’s 
predicament of finding “so many houses 
that he could not see the town” is simply 
repeated. 

This fact was illustrated in the interesting 
and instructive discussion of the street rail- 
way question which occurred before the 
Law club on Friday evening. The paper of 
the evening.outlined the legal side of our 
street railway history. and contained some 
exceedingly pertinent suggestions on the 
subject of revocable as against fixed grants. 
Of the speakers who followed, one can- 
vassed the matter of compensation as 
against low fares, another recited the efforts 
of the Municipal Voters’ /eague in defining, 
through its platforms, public sentiment and 
the attitude of Aldermen on the general 
subject, another urged private ownership 
of all public utilities, and another called at- 
tentiep to the valuable expert analysis in 
the current Municipal Affairs of local street 
railway accounts. 

It was left, however, for the last speaker 
of the evening to call attention in a few 
brief words to the fact that the street rail- 
way question Is primarily and preéminently 
one of transportation development—that the 
situation presents a great city with a unique 
demand for rapid transit, that-the best 
methods of supplying that demand have 
never yet been ably and broadly considered 
from an engineering and a social stand- 
point, that the real need of the hour is for 
auch consideration, and that upon the supply 
of that need, at fares calculated to promote 
use, depends in an important degree the 
future of this city.. 

Without in any way belittling collateral 
matters, it is exceedingly important that the 
presminence of this constructive side of the 
traction question should be recognized, both 
by Aldermen and by the public at large, and 
that the proper engineering means should 
now be taken for gauging the subject from 
that side. BHepecially is it impossible, in 
the light of this view, that any one with 
municipal pride and active imagination 
should miss the befogging pettiness of treat- 
ing the traction question chiefly as a means 
for raising public revenue. 

It before long the Local Transportation 
‘committee—which, whatever its limitations, 
is the most intelligent%roup of men on this 
difficult subject to be found—shall actually 
arrive at a due appreciation of the essen- 
tially constructive work awaiting its hand, 
that moment will be a distinctly assuring 


DEATH OF ‘WILLIAM c. GRAY. 
The death of Dr. W. C. Gray leaves a 
large vacancy in the ranks of Chicago jour- 
nalism. He had been editor, part proprie- 
tor, and general manager of the Interior for 
just thirty years. He was one of the three 
or four most widely known religious editors 
in America, and perhaps more distinctly a 
man of genius than any of them. 

Mr. Gray was a born journalist, but the 
felicity of his birth was only a beginning. 
He served an ample apprenticeship. Born 
and reared ond farm, after his college course 
he studied law, but presently turned to jour- 
nalism, at first in connection with the daily 
press in Cincinnati. A little later he became 
interested in the publication of a kind of 
syndicate of religious journals, where he 
came to be practically familiar with every 
detail of the making of a newspaper. 

Immediately after the great Chicago fire, 
in 1871, Dr. Gray saw his opportunity. He 
came to this city obtained control of 
the Interior. Mr. C. H. McCormick, with 
that sagacity which was so characteristic of 
him, also saw the opportunity for the crea- 
tion of a great religious journal which should 
become as im t a factor in the relig- 
ious education of the Presbyterian denomi- 
nation as was to be the McCormick Theo- 
logical Seminary, which he had practically 
founded. With the continued unstinted 
financial support and earnest sympathy of 
Mre. McCormick, Dr. Gray had been en- 
| abled te build up the Interior largely to 
suit his own ideal of what a religious news- 
paper should be. 

But Dr. Gray could not be a mere jour- 
nalist. It was born in him to do something 
in the department of pure literature. He 
had in him the irresistible impulse of self- 
expression. He had the naturalist’s sense 
of nature, the poet's instinct for sympathy, 
the philanthropist’s love for his kind, and 
in his series $f “ campfire musings,” which 
he has continued for a long time, he has 
produced material from which selections are 
likely to be made for a volume that will be 
an enduring contribution to American lit- 
erature.

Ot more im than the copper trou- 
bles alone is the question of the position of 
the Standard Oil interests on the general 
business and financial situation. Stocks of 
the corporations in which they are largely 
interested have declined sharply. Amal- 
gamated Oopper at the low point was off 41 
points from the high mark it touched last 
June. Shares of the Standard Oil company, 
stock of the bank which is commonly spoken 
of as the Standard Oil institution, and aiso 
securities of railroads with which that 
group of financiers is connected have fallen 
off in sympathy.

PROTECTING PUBLIC OFFICIALS. 

The assassination of President McKinley 
has called renewed attention to the neglect 
of the criminal code of the United States 
to authorize the federal courts to punish 
assaults upon government officials. There 
are some special provisions for punishing 
resistance to revenue and customs officers, 
but, as a rule, any violence shown to an 
officer of the United States is left to be tried 


happens to be committed. No distinction is 
made between the killing of a President and 
the murder of a private citizen, and if the 
attempt at assassination fails the perpetra- 
tor escapes with a light punishment. Public 
officials are exposed to special dangers in 
the execution of their duties. It is obvious 
that they should have some special protec- 
tion. President McKinley was shot solely 


kind should be punished severely under a 

federal statute, whether the attempt at 

murder succeeds or not. 
Fortunately it is not necessary to amend 


the constitution or enact a law of treason 
in order to give adequate protection to Pres- 


idents, Vice Presidents, Cabinet officers, 
federal Judges, or other national officials. 
Congress already has ample power to pro- 
tect such persons. The question was de- 
cided by the United States Supreme Court 
in the controversy growing out of the as- 
sault upon Justice Field in 1889. It had be- 
come the duty of that jurist, while sitting 


with the Judges of the United States Dis- 


trict Court of California, to decide a case 
adversely to David S. Terry and his wife 
and to punish them for contempt of court. 
At that time Terry announced his intention 
of killing the Justice at the first opportunity. 
When Justice Field returned to California 
the next year he was accompanied by a 
Deputy Marshal, Mr. Nagle, and when 
Terry suddenly appeared in a public restau: 
rant and began a murderous assault upon 
the Justice he was shot and killed in the 
dct by Nagle. In the legal controversy 
which followed it appeared doubtful 
whether, Nagle could be protected by the 
United tes government for having saved 
the dife of the Justice. The Supreme Court, 


: however, finally discharged him on a writ of 


habeas us, holding that the govern- 
ment, by implied rights of self-protection, 
has authority to do anything necessary to 


protect a public official in the discharge of 


his duties. 
On the basis of this decision it seems to be 


clear that Congress has power toenact laws 
tor the better protection of the President 
and other public servants from the peculiar 


dangers surrounding them. With three

Anthracite cently of anthracite coal as 
Coal being a luxury except with- 
| eLuxury. in a limited area. How 
Strictly limited that area is 
may be seen from the comparative figures 
compiled by the Geological Survey. The 
three States of New York, Pennsylvania, and 
New Jersey alone consume 65 per cent of 
the total output of hard coal. In those 
States anthracite coal can be bought at a 
reasonable price because the mines are not 
far away and the cost of transportation is 
comparatively small. Pennsylvania, which 
possesses the mines, itself uses one-quarter 
of all the hard coal consumed in the United 
States. As the distance from the mines in- 
creases there is a rapid rise in price and a 
corresponding reduction in the quantity con- 
sumed. Indiana uges only one-twentieth as 
much hard coal as Massachusetts. The 
Geological Survey's comparative price lists 
for tell the story. At Spokane in that 
year anthracite coal sold for from $18 to $20 
a ton. Presumably the price is 10 per cent 
higher now. In the chief cities of Mon- 
tana the cost of anthracite ranged from $14 
to $18 a ton. San Francisco was able to get 
it for $12 to $16 by way of Cape Horn. 
Throughout the interior of the country, away 
from the lakes, the price of hard coal in- 
creases rapidly according to the length of the 
railway haul. Kentucky can scarcely afford 
to use any hard coal, though Louisville is 
a little nearer the mines thah Chicago. Cheap 
lake transportation hitherto has made it pos- 
‘sible for Chicago to use large quantities of 
hard coal, but as the mines grow deeper and 
| the prices mount higher this fuel is becoming 
more and more of a luxury even on the lakes.

The college football season was inaugurat- 
ed throughout the land on Saturday, and 
from now until the Thanksgiving turkey has 
been digested moleskin-clad Young America 
will occupy the center of the sporting stage. 
Only the veriest practice games are indulged 
in at the beginning of the year, and gridiron 
affairs. both East and West are as yet in too 
chaotic a state to offer any basis on which 
to form an opinion of what the year of 1901 
is to bring forth. 

One prediction can safely made, how- 
ever, based upon the Quantity, if not the 
quality, of football that has been played 
already, and that is that interest in the chief 
of college sports will be greater and more 
general than in any previous year. Toacer- 
tain extent the interest of the.

central figures as well as rivals. 

While neither of these two universities has 
as yet given promise of greater strength 
than last year, the loss of several of its vet - 
erans by Iowa and the graduation of some 
of Minnesota’s famous beef will undoubtedly 
weaken those elevens, and Wisconsin is the 
only Western varsity which has a veteran 
team left over. Then Northwestern Univer- 
sity promises to make itself felt this year, 


‘and in large measure to revive local interest 


in the game, which was lulled to rest by the 
mediocre showing made last year by the 
Midway eleven. 


The blow aiden Prag maroon hopes by the 
victory of Hyde Park High School over

* Consider the method now used in many 
of the churches,’ he continued. “A man, 
tottering and weak, comes into the min- 
ister’s study and asks to be admitted into 
the great brotherhood of Christianity. When 
he tells how eager he is to be a Christian he 
is asked: 

Do you understand the atonement f 
‘No,’ comes the answer. ; 

Can you explain the mystery and doc- 
trine of three in one and one in three?’ No,“ 
he falters. 

“* You are nit ready,“ is the reply. ‘Go 
and learn about these things.’ 

This sort of method is all wrong. We 
must teach as we would teach a child—from 
the beginning. Education presupposes ig- 
norance. We must accept this law of se- 
quence, we must take the natural first and 
then the spiritual. 


How does it come that ‘the young men 


do not believe? There are points in this great 
old book of ours which they do not under- 
stand and which we do not understand, and 
we do not tell them to let these points go 
and take the good which they can under- 
stand. We try to explain things we cannot 
explain, for we haye not 
They do not realize that in the spiritual realm 
there is a law of sequence, and as a church 
we have neglected that sequence.” 


POINTS OUT DUTY OF WOMAN. 


Wilson M. Backus Says Only She Can 
Save the Home from Institu- 
tional Invasion. 


“A conflict is looming above the horizon. It 
is the institution against the home. The 
victory, if it be for the home, shall come 
through the faithful mother’s heart. This 
was the conclusion reached by the Rev. Wil- 
son M. Backus yesterday in his sermon in 
the Third Unitarian Church on “ Woman in 
the Twentieth Century.“ 

After speaking of the great change that has 
ecme in the condition of women during, the 
last third of a century, ue said: 

„We have nothing but honor in our hearts 
for those women who have followed labor 
to its new home in the larger spheres of 
manufacturing. The first result of their 
self-support has been increased self-respect. 
The second has been an enlarged mental 
outlook. This has not been favorable to 
marriage. The result is fewer and better 
marriages. 

The woman to whom the new order gives 
leisure does not use her leisure ofttimes for 


other than selfish ends. She seeks to-satisfy } 


an intellectual curiosity or indulges in some 
form of sensational enjuyment. There is the 
same danger in a large leisure class of 
women that there is in the same class of men 
-a menace to social well-being. The leisure 
which has come to women through wealth 
should be used to shape afresh the social 
order. She is the first to suffer from any 
social wrong, and it would seem that if she 
wishes to form a safe shelter for herself and 
her chéidren she must direct social ideals 
toward instead of away from the home.“
